Whale meat is eaten extensively in 
Japan, and ee a World war, an 
attempt was. miadts to popularize it 
here, in an @ to. conserve beef. 
It was not suc » however. 

The porpoise, a pocket edition of 
the whale, was enjoyéd aa ‘a luxury 
by the English nobility’ fi" pre-Bliz 
abethan days, ‘and still is sae in 
some parts of the world. 

Lobsters, éraffish;” ‘crabs, prabras, 
shrimps, oysters, mussels, scallops, 
snails, periwinkles, cockles, whelks, 
conchs and octopus all are ‘esteemed 
as food somewhere, One LaWall 
pointed out. 

“Alligator is eaten in “Trinidad and 
the crocodile in Africa and Austra- 


lia,” he declared. “Every kind of 
turtle finds a place on somebody's 
menu, while lizards and snakes are 
esteemed in many parts of the world. 

“And not so long ago, a Florida 
firm offered an eager and expectant 
public, in canned form, ‘genuine dia- 
mondback rattlesnake, with supreme 
sauce.’ ” 

Among the mammals there {is vir- 
tually nothing which has not been 
eaten, including man himself. Mon- 
keys, bats, foxes, mountain lions, 
skunks, prairie wolves, cats, dogs, 
kangaroos, squirrel, hares, muskrat, 

aver, porcupines, guinea pigs, rats 
and mice all are delicacies in some 
part of the world. 

The elephant and hippopotamus 
both are eaten by the Africans. The 
feet and trunk of the former are pre- 
ferred. In the case of the hippo. 
since it is a water-loving animal, the 
Portuguese settlers in Africa were 
permitted to eat it on Fridays—and 
call it ‘fish! 

In France, Germany and Switzer- 
land, horse flesh i8* a market com- 
modity. And although it never has 
been eaten extensively in America, 
there are several packing establish- 
ments here where horses are slaugh- 
tered and the flesh prepared for dog 
and cat food, and the rest is exported 
‘to countries where horse meat is es- 
teemed. 

Both New York and New Jersey. 
however, have laws permitting the 
sale of horse flesh. In both states 
the meat must be plainly labeled, and 
in New York it must be suld in es 
tablishments which handie no other 
kind of meat. _ 

Donkeys, camels, zebras, all the} 
members of the deer family, and 
practically all birds, including hum- 
ming birds, larks, thrushes and 
swans, also find places on the menus 
of the world. 

The Chinese and Japanese also 
have their famous birds’-nest soup, 
which, oddly enough, really is made|' 
of birds’ nests. The nests, built by 
a small variety of swallow, are trans- 
lucent masses of vegetable materia) 
derived from. seaweed, which the 
birds eat and then regurgitate to 
+} form. the nest structure. The nests 
contain no twigs or supporting frame- 
work. Cooked, they become some- 
what like gelatin. 

Even. insects have not been over- 
looked, All varieties of locusts, grass- 
hoppers, grubs, ants and termites, as 
well.as cocoons of several species of 
insects,.are eaten in some countries, 
Dector LaWall found.—New York 
Herald Tribune,

have survived ‘camp epidemics, Hd-’ 


mer’s “Iliad” opens with’a pestilence 
and so does the “Oedipus Rex” of 
Sophocles...The plague at Athens 
which slew Pericles. may have col- 
lapsed_the. Athenian empire quite as 
directly ‘as the Sicilian disaster. It 
was an epidemic which turned back 
Xerxes’ invasion of Greece; the dis- 
eases which thwarted the Cartha- 
ginians in Sicily in 414 and 896 B. C. 
contributed, "by depriving them. of 
that basé against Italy, to the vic- 
tory of. Rome -in\ the Punic wars 
and thus to, the tesult that. Kuro-

Hellenic instead of Semitic. The fall 
of Rome itself may be explained by 
the. epidemics which ravaged Italy. 
from the First century to the Sixth 
century, for “it would be impossible 
to maintain permanently a political 
and social organization of the type 
and magnitude of Rome in the face 
of complete lack of modern sanitary 
knowledge.” The Crusaders. were 
balked by epidemics more decisively 
than by the Saracens: in 1098 a 
“Christian” army of 300,000 melted in 
a year to 20,000, and if one would 
tead the details of their sickness 
and still keep an appetite for lunch- 
eon he needs to be a doctor. The 
Thirty: Years war was blown this 
way and that like the damned souls 
in Dante, by deadly epidemics; dys- 
entery, in a decisive campaign, threw 
victory to the French revolution, 
then shifting sides, joined with ty- 
phus to annihilate Napoleon’s army 
on its retreat from Moscow.
